A heavy overcast covered Pennsylvania yesterday, plunging much 


of the state into an early darkness, coloring the skies yellow, orange 
and purple, and indirectly causing one death.

Meteorologists attributed the overcast to palls of smoke drifting, 


southward at high ?evel from vast forest fires which have raged for 
the past week in northern Alberta, Canada.. 


The blanket of smoke, 10,000 feet thick and extending over hund- 


reds of miles, turned day into night throughout Warren county. Street 
lights were turned on, and motorists drove with their car lights burn-

The eerie qua ity of the haze had many residents thinking r in 


terms of an atomic bomb or the "Day of Judgment" until an explana- 
tion that the blackout was caused by smoke palls was broadcast-over 
the radio.

Total Eclipse of Moon Tonight 


New York, Sept. 25— (JP)—If 


• it isn't cloudy tonight, go outside 
"and watch the total eclipse of the 
moon. 


Weather permitting, it will- be 


visible for all North America.

Yugoslavia A s k s 
Re-Establishment 
Of 38th Parallel 


New York, Sept. 25 — (JP)— 


Yugoslav 
vice premier 
Edvard 


Kardelj called today for the tem- 
porary re-establishment of the 38th 
parallel as the demarcation line in 
Korea. He attacked those support- 
ing 
North Korea's 
aggressive 


course. 


In a policy speech before the U. 


N. general assembly, the Yugoslav 
official declared 
' that Premier 


Marshal Tito's government "con- 
siders that the present policy of 
the government of North Korea 
dqeaj-nof'^iexye the eaus.e^of.-Jthe 
true independence and unity of the 
Korean people." 


In the same speech he charged 


that the Soviet bloc is increasing 
the pressure on Yugoslavia by pro- 
voking border 
incidents 
almost 


daily. 


Although he did not mention the 


Soviet Union or Communist China 
by name, Kardelj's meaning 
on 


Korea •was obvious when he said: 


"Those who are inspiring 
the 


policy and activities of the North 
Korean government have embark- 
ed upon an aggressive course, 
•whose consequences will have to 
be borne by the people 
of 
the 


whole world." 


Kardelj's statement 
regarding 


the 38th parallel came at a time 
when it appeared likely U. N. 
forces in Korea soon might reach 
that old dividing line. He made 
no specific reference to 
U. N. 


troops. In 
the security- 
council 


Yugoslavia abstained on the June 
resolution ordering military action 
against North Korea. 


Simultaneously 
Yugoslavia in- 


troduced two resolutions designed 
to strengthen the assembly's ef- 
forts to prevent aggression. 


One calls for the establishment 


of a permanent mediation com- 
mission made up of small powers. 
The other requires 
a nation in- 


volved in armed conflict to issue 
a cease-fire order within 24-hours 
and to withdraw its armed forces 
from disputed territory. Failure to 
do so automatically would brand 
the country as an aggressor. 


The two Yugoslav anti-aegres- 


sion proposals were brought in as 
the 59-nation assembly began the 
second week of its current 
ses- 


sion. '

the plane some 95 miles southwest 
of Goose Bay.

men and four passengers, missing 
on a routine flight from Goose Bay 
to Tucson, Arizona. All are mili- 
tary personnel. 


A helicopter is expected to make 


the tricky flight today to pick 
up the survivors and transfer them 
to the shore of a nearby lake. An 
amphibian plane will fly them to 
Goose Bay. 


It was presumed 
evacuation 


could be completed today, barring 
bad weather- 


Finding of the missing air giant

One of the most famous 
actions by an American airborne 
force was the holding of Bastogne, 
Belgium,—in which the 101st air- 
borne division rolled into action 
on trucks and on foot.

Pittsburgh — (.£•) — The coal- 


fired gas turbine locomotive on 
which Bituminous Coal Reseaich 
has been working for many months 
is in the testing stage. 


This was revealed by Harold J. 


Rose, director of research, aftei- 
a meeting of BCR board of direct- 
01 s. BCR is composed of about 
300 coal companies and railroads. 


Rose said a full-sized model of 


the turbine was delivered by Alhs- 
Chalmers Company this week to 
the Dunkirk, N. Y. plant of the 
\merican Locomotive Company. 
It is now being given a locomotive 
sized installation and will receive 
extensive tests. ' 


BCR hopes the coal tuibine will 


offer senous competition to diesel 
engines, which have been threat- 
ening to draie coaj-flred locomop 
"lives off tTie tracks. ' Spokesmen 
say the turbine, when perfected, 
will have . greater efficiency in 
burning coal, will require no \\ater 
and have a lower operating cost 
than diesels. 


Rose also told of two years' work

BOLD U. S. OFFENSIVE 


Whatever its ultimate success, the landing of U. S. 


forces behind the North Korean lines in the Inchon- 
Seoul areas is a bold and imaginative maneuver. It's a 
courageous play for high stakes. 


The move tells us a good deal. It shows our military 


leaders are willing to take big risks to shorten the Korean 
war and save lives. They're playing for a swift collapse of 
the enemy, an objective that seemed almost impossible 
to achieve by normal line-bucking methods—even with a 
great weight of munitions and men. 


Americans can well be proud of the top-ranking soldiers 


and Navy men and Marines who conceived, planned and 
carried out this assault. They all appear to have a stout 
grip on reality; they know time means loss of men and 
equipment and the expenditure of money. 


Possibly there's even more to it than that. So long as 


the U. S. and Allied Nations forces were merely stand- 
ing off the enemy against the day when they'd be built up 
sufficiently for a slugging offensive, Russia could put off 
the crucial decis;ons it must make about Korea. 


' Will she throw more and more help into the battle on 


the North Koreans' side? Will she move down to the 
38th parraUel again with her own soldiers, to prevent the 
seizure of all Korea by Allied armies? Will she persuade 
the Chinese Communists to join the fight, knowing the war 
would then last perhaps years? 


It's questions like these that the Soviet leaders have 


got to settle for themselves. The luxury of threshing them 
out in the leisure of a long winter is gone. 


By our attack assuming its continued success, we con- 


front Russia with the necessity for making up her'mind 
now. To delay too long could be to lose everything. 


It's a common thing these days to hear that Moscow 


unfortunately but inevitably always has the initiative 
in this titanic struggle between freedom and tyranny. 
Let's say often—but not always. 


American leaders have afforded the world a timely 


demonstration cf a fact that too many people may have for 
gotten, that imagination and resourcefulness in this fight 
are not a monopoly of Russian communism.

LINE DRAWN IN GERMANY SHOULD 
EXTEND AROUND ENTIRE GLOBE 


Wars sometimes arise from an aggressor's ignorance of 


his intended victim's will or ability to resist. 
Winston 


Churchill, for or.e, believes World War II arose thus; he 
calls it the "unnecessary war." 


Many observers contend Russia never would have 


goaded the North Koreans into war had she realized how 
the United States, and others in the United Nations would 
respond. 


The Soviet Union and her satellites are today the only 


nations in the world likely to launch aggressive moves of 
major consequence. Russia has made clear in Korea that 
she's willing to undertake military action to gain her 
ends. 


Knowing thes,e things, it seems that the least the free 


world can do ;.s to make known to Moscow that any new 
aggression will not go unchallenged. We can't just say 
this in general terms: "we've got to be specific, to draw a 
distinct line across the globe and say: "No farther." 


The Big Three foreign ministers' declaration on Ger- 


many therefore is highly commendable. 
Britain. France 


and the United States pledge that they will regard any at- 
tack "from any quarter" upon either West Germany or 
Berlin as an attack upon themselves. 


That was plain speaking thVt ought to be readily grasp- 


ed in Moscow. 
It means any move against Germany 


either by Russia a satellite nation or by the East German 
Communist "stooge" government will precipitate general 
war with the West. 


Thus the critical line has been drawn in the most vital 


sector of Europe—the portion Russia certainly views as 
the greatest prizt she could win. 
And thit's a big step 


forward. 


Yet it's not enough. 
The line must be extended 


throughout Europe, through the Middle East and across 
Asia. 
Our presence in Korea makes it evident we be- 


lieve Communist encroachment must be prevented there; 
but that's only ;• tiny segment of sprawling Asia. 


What would we do if Chinese Reds, prodded by Russia, 


lent substantial aid to Community forces in Indo-China, or 
Malaya, or even India? 
What about Turkey, Greece, 


Yugoslavia? 


Until that line is firmly drawn everywhere, we can't 


claim we have d'.spelled possible ignorance in the Kremlin 
about our intent to resist. So let's draw a big red pencil 
line on the map from Korea clear around to the Baltic.

A 
division needs cbout three doctors lor ordinary sic1.: ca1! and 42 \vhen 
in combat. Former practice was to keep about 70 doctors with a 
division whether it was in combat or not. New practice will b° to 
keep only three doctors with a division for sick call and increase it to 
42 only when it goes into combat. 
QLD practice v?.s to organize fiold and evacuation hospitals with a 


full complement of nurses and doctors before they weve sent over- 
seas. New method will be to have three doctors and one nurse train 
enlisted staff of such hospitals in the states and only build up to -full 
doctor strength when the hospital gets into actual operation 
This 


saves hundreds of doctors for other emoioyment, Tather than letting 
'.hem sit around doing nothing, waiting to be sent overseas with their 
hospital units. 


In all types of military hospitals doctors will be given a minimum 


amount of administrative duty. This work will be done by specialists 
who aren't doctors. 


One of the bissesl savings of doctor-power is the fiying or wounded 


back to the U. S. from combat theaters. Fewer doctors working in 
efficient hospitais back here can do the work of many doctors in a 
hospital overseas. And the men get better attention. It also saves 
'.he doctors' time one way on hospital ships.

Evidence is overwhelming that the dues money, paid by 
workers who belonged to UE, was used to further Commun- 
ist Party activities and handed to a score or more party front 
organizations. Out of a staff of 330, more than 300 of UE's 
employes - have been conclusively identified as Communist 
Party members at one time or another while working for UE.

Mackenzie's Column 


By DeWITT MACKENZIE 


AP Foreign Affairs Analyst 
Britain's Socialist 
government 


las won a doubtful parliamentary 
.ictory. It narrowly defeated the 
conservative attempt 
to compel 


ts downfall over the controversial 
steel nationalization program. 


This attack was led by former 


Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
in best fighting form. It was pre- 
cipated by the government's an- 
nouncement that it would assume 
control of the country's Vital steel 
ndustry on January 1. 


Churchill made a motion which 


n effect called for condemnation 
of this program, and Attlee an- 
nounced 
that 
his 
government 


would stand or fall on the vote 


The significance of this battle 


lies in the closeness of the 
re- 


sult. The Socialists won by only 
six votes—306 to 300. This repre- 
sented an all-out effoit by both 
sides, and involved 
routing 
ill 


members of commons out of bed 
to attend the session. 


This means that the country also 


is almost equally divided (or was 
at the time of the general election 
last February) over the question 
of steel nationalization. That was 
the major issu' of the election, in 
which Attlee sought a mandate for 
his program and got it by a hair's 
breadth, 


Churchill naturally 
made the 


most of this almost fifty-fifty div- 
ision of the country, and accused 
the Socialists of using their slend- 
er margin tr "knock 
the 
other 


half" about. As a matter of fact 


there have been reports that come 
of the Socialist leaders, including 
Attlee himself, haven't been too 
happy about the opposition to the 
steel program. Socialist doctrinar- 
ians, however, have insisted on 
going th- limit in nationalization. 


Steel nationalization in England 


of course is in a different cate- 
gory from other industries, barr- 
ing coal. Steel" production is the 
very heart of the country's econ- 
omy in normal limes, and is doub- 
ly so now that the nation is in 
the midst of the great defense pro- 
gram. 


Naturally this situation brings 


out the most vigorous of the ideo- 
logical arguments pro and con. The 
Socialisf 
reiterate that control of 


this great industry by capitalists 
is a menace to the national inter- 
ests.

ided electorate to go "all out" in 
inaugurating Socialism.
